This amendment eliminates, 
for example, red stop lamps 
Or amber warning lamps on 
the rear deck of a passenger 


car just inside the rear win- 
dow and interior-mounted 
spotlights. 


Another amendment  pro- 
| vides in effect that low beam 
headlights must be adjusted 
'to account for conditions of 
loading. For instance, the at- 
j|tachment of a trailer some 
times depresses the rear end 
of the towing vehicle, chang- 
ing the headlight angie. Pre- 
viously, low beam lights were 
deemed to avoid glare regard- 
less of loading conditions. 

Trailer coaches less than 80 
inches wide must now be 
|; equipped with one red combi- 
| nation side marker and clear- 
‘ance lamp on each side of the 
vehicle near the rear, rather 
than the amber lamps for- 
merly required. 

Motor vehicles which tow 
trailers or semi-trailers must 
be equipped with both right 
and left-hand side mirrors if 
the towed vehicle or load ob- 
scures the driver's view to the 


rear. The mirrors must pro- 
vide a view 200 feet to the 
| rear 


One equipment change per- 
| tains to motoreycles. The law 


provides that a motorcycle 
seat must be positioned so 
that the operator can reach 


the ground with his feet. The 
law also states that motorcy- 
cle handlebars may not be 
more than 15 inches above 
the highest point on the seat.
